GOV. SMITH AT BEDSIDE 
OF DYING BROOKLYN PRIEST 


Calls On Aged Father Farrel], Who 
Had Been Confessor of the 
Nominee’s Mother. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK. Aug. 29.—Laying 
aside the political demands of a 
campaign, Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
last night went unannounced to the 
rectory of the Catholic Church of 
the Assumption in Cranberry 
street, Brooklyn. to sit for an hour 
at the bedside of Father William 
D. Farrell, for 22 years rector and 
pastor of the church, who is dying 
of the infirmities of age. 
Accompanied by William J. Ken- 
ny and Representative William J. 
Reardon, the Governor drove to 
Brooklyn at 9 o'clock and wAs es- 
corted to the sickroom where the 
three men, all friends of the pas- 
tor, tried to cheer the priest, who 
knew that death was only a mat- 
ter of a short time. 
The Governor’s regard for the 
veteran priest rests largely on the 
fact that Father Farrell was the 
confessor and pastor of his mother, 
Mrs. Catherine Smith, who died 
three years ago.

William Neville Collier, district 
engineer for the Division of Public 
Buildings of the United States 
Treasury Department, who arrived 
in St. Louis nine days ago, has 
concluded his inspection of pro- 
posed sites for the new Federal 


Building here and will make his re- 
port, with recommendations, to 
the supervising architect of the 
Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton within the week. 

Collier refused to discuss his re- 
‘port or recommendation. It is un- 
derstood, however, that he has 
looked with particular favor on 
the site at the southwest corner of 
Twelfth boulevard and Olive street, 
adjoining the Missouri Pacific 
building and formerly occupied by 
the old Merchants’ Hotel, and the 
site of the Jefferson Garage on 
Twelfth, opposite the City Hall. 

“Stage Money.” 

Eleven bids, ranging from 
$350,000 to $1,672,000, have been 
received by the Treasury Depart- 
ment in response to a Government 
advertisement, asking for offers 
on a site. Collier said he had in- 
spected these 11 parcels of jrround 
and also other parcels which had 
not been offered by the owners 
and on which no price had been 
fixed. 

Asked if the prices set by the 
owners were considered fair by the 
Government, Collier replied: 

“It appears to me there's a lot 
of stage money involved in some 
of these bids. 

This Happened Elsewhere. 

“You know,” Collier continued, 
“we inspectors have some peculiar 
experiences. Out West not long 
ago I went to inspect a site which 
had been offered to the Govern- 
ment at a certain price. I went to 
the owner and I told him: ‘This 
site is just about what the Gov- 
ernment wants, but your price: is 
out of line and unless you can re- 
vise it there is no use considering 
your offer further.’

Aldermen Probably Will Meet 
Tuesday to Pass Ordinance 
Authorizing Sale.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.--Dif- 
ferences between Western railrvads 
and employes organized in the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Tratnmen 
and the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors are expected to be reconciled 
by an agreement announced. here 
yesterday by the United States 
Board of Mediation, which has Feen 
in conferences with representatjves 
of both groups since July 22. | 
The proposed settlement, details 
of which cannot yet be made pub- 
lic under the law, must be ratisied 
by the Association of Genera] Com- 
mittees on behalf of the i:ailway 
employes before it goes into effect. 
A. F. Whitney, president of the 
Trainmen, will ptesent it to the as- 
sociation at a meeting in the near 


future. He signed it for his organ- 
ization and E. P. Curtis signed as 
president of the Conductors. 

Chairman Samuel E. Winslow of 
the Board of Mediation said denial 
of approval by the employes’ rep- 
resentatives would continue the dis- 
pute as heretofore, with it having 
“to be treated in accordance with 
law.” He disclosed, nowever, that 
the employes’ organizations had 
‘agreed to allow the Board of Me- 
diation “a reasonable opportunity 
to proceed under the law, so far as 
the calling of a strike was con- 
cerned, before any further action 
has been initiated on the part of 
the employes.” 

Wages and working rules were 
the chief questions involved in the 
dispute, which affected 70,000 en.- 
ployes of 80 railroads with 98 per 
cent of the mileage west of VChica- 
g0. Proposals of the employes for 
pay increases ranging from 10 to 
18 per cent brought an offer by the 
railroads for increases averaging 
7% per cent, provided that certain 
working rules be abandoned. While 
accepting the wage compromise, 
the employes had declined ‘o drop

A special] session of the Board cf 
Aldermen has been called by Act- 
ing Mayor Neun to institute the 
legislation for expenditure of the 
$2,000,000 in bonds for the munic- 
ipal airport voted by the peorle, 
Aug. 7. 

The date of the session has not 
been fixed definitely, depending on 
the first day when a majorify of 
the Aldermen can be present, but 
it probably will be next Tuesday. 
Three meetings probably will be 
held, On successive days, as the 
matter is a formality to be qis- 
pensed with quickly. The <rdinanrce 
to go before the board is one au- 
thorizing the Mayor and Comptrol- 
ler to sell the bonds. 

This action is a prere4uisite to 
the friendly suit to be filed in the 
courts to test legality of the bond 
issue as a safeguard for purchas¢rs. 
As has been explained, the State 
Constitution makes no _ provision 
for municipal bonds for a flying 
field, but the courts are expected 
to approve such an issue. 

The city’s special bond counsel 
will arrange for an injunction suit 
against sale of the bonds in the 
name of some taxpayer, and an 
effort will be made to expedite this 
through the Supreme Court of 
Missouri. 

An option to purchase part of 
the enlarged site of the airport, 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, will expire 
on Nov. 15 and the suit may not 
be decided by then.

Questioned about a proposed site 
in the block bounded by Seventh 
and Eighth streets, Lucas and Mor- 
gan avenues, Collier said: “A great 
many business men have been urs- 
ing this particular site.” 

Asked if this site were not too 
far from the center of the cown- 
town business district, Collier an- 
swered: “It would. seem so, yet it 
is only 650 feet from the present 
Federal Building.”’ 

Plans Not Yet Drawn. 

“There are two prime factors in 
the selection of a site for a Federal 
Building,” Collier explained. “They 
are the convenience of the Govern- 
ment departments to be housed in 
the building and the convenience of 
the public. The site need not be 
one considered advantageous for a 
Private business, as the Govern- 
ment is not in competton.” 

The number of floors for the new 
Federal Buldng and other struc- 
tural details depend upon the site 
selected, and fur that reason no 
Plams for the building have been 
drawn to date, Collier added. 

In order to eleminate rentals, 
the Government wants to house 
all Federal offices in the Federal 
Building if possible, Collier said. 
The Government desires to house 
a downtown postoffice in the new 
Federal Building—an arrangement 
in effect in the present building— 
but this has not been decided upon. 

Collier said he had made a 
“thoroughly independent” inves- 
tigation of local real estate values 
and would include the results in 
his report to Washington.

Major Disputes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—With 
the settlement of the’ threatened 
Strike of conductors and trainmen 


on the western railroads the Unit- 
ed States Board of Mediation has 
disposed of all the major contro- 
versies pending beforevit. 

During the two years of its exist- 
ence this board, created by the rail- 
way labor act for the adjustment 
of industrial disputes on the trans- 
portation systems of the country, 
has disposed of 275 cases involving 
more than 1,000,000 railroad wurk- 
ers. 

Most cases have been adjusted by 
mediation, 143 cases being handied 
by this method of voluntary agree- 
ment and only 38 by the judicial 
process of arbitration. 

During the life of the mediation 
board there has been no sericus 
interruption of traffic, although 
strikes affecting a large cection of 
the country have been chreatened 
on several occasions. 

In only one case has it been nec- 
essary for the board to request the 
President to intervene by the cre- 
ation of an emergency. board. That 
was the case of the four brother- 
hoods and the Kansas City, Mexico 
& Orient Railroad which reached 
a deadlock and threaten2d intcr- 
ruption of traffic on the entire sys- 
tem. This emergency beard 
brought about a settlement by se- 
curing substantial concessions trom 
the employes and the railroad 
The railway labor act creating 
the Soard of Mediation was vpon- 
sored by the principal railroad ex- 
ecutives and labor organizations 
and provides as far as vossible a 
system of voluntary settizments of 
industrial difficulties in place of 
the plan of Government  oercion 
set forth in the Esch-Cummins bill 
opposed by the railroads nd the 
labor unions. The latest settle nent 
completes the adjustment of a 
great wage movement initiated vy 
the four railroad brotherhoods, 
and covering the entire = ‘'nited 
States and Canada.

Philip Cracchiolo, also } own as 
Lapato, owner of the Weliston 6a- 


loon in which “Big Bill” Davis, 
murder suspect, extortionist and 
ex-convict, was ambushed and 


killed by police last Thursday, was 
shot and killed last night as he 
drove his automobile on Chambers 
road near Florissant road, east of 
Ferguson. : 

For refusing to pay “protecticn” 
money and for giving police the 
tip which set the trap for Davis, 
Cracchiolo was highly praised by 
Chief of Police Gerk, who said ex- 
tortionist activities vould ve 
stamped out, if other prospective 
victims would also notify the au- 
thorities. 

At the Coroner’s inquest ‘n the 


death of Davis, Cracchivio was 
plainly nervous. In an apparent 
effort to conceal his identity from 
friends of Davis who might scek 
revenge, Cracchiolo gave his namie 
as Lapato. Today Prosecuting At- 
torney Mueller and others who .aw 
the witness there looked at rhe 
body of the slain man and said La- 
pato and Cracchiolo were one and 
the same. 
Woman Tells of Murder, 

“Homicide at the hands of un- 

known parties,”” was the verdict 


returned today at the inquest in 
Cracchiolo’s death. The witness 
with the best account of the 


killing was Mrs. Cora Timpe, who 
was sitting on the porch of her 
home at Chambers road and Hill- 
crest place, shortly before 9% 
o'clock. 

“I heard loud talking down the 
road,”’ she testified, “and saw two 


a Chevrolet sedan—coming siowly 
east in Chambers road, almost side 
by side, with the Maxwell slightly 
in the lead. A man wag standing 
on the running board of the Maz- 
well, 

“I heard a man shout: ‘You 
wont’? You won't?’ Then there 
were shots fired. The man on the 
running board stepped off and I 
could see him in the headlights of 
the other car. He was of medium 
height and wore a dark suit. He 
got into the other car, in which 
there were two men, and they 
drove away. The Maxwell swerved 
off into a ditch beside hte road and 
stopped. 

“I couldn't identify anyone be- 
cause the man in the road was 
about 300 feet away when i saw 
him.” 

Other Evidence. : 

Other witnesses were four resi- 
dents who heard the shots and 
found Cracchiolo, shot four times. 
at the whee! of his Marwell. He 
was unconscious and died on the 
way to a physician's office tn Fer- 
guson. He had been shot above the 
right ear. over the right eye, in the 
right cheek and in the nose. 

A brown cap. a gray cap and a 
butcher knife were found in the 
ear. Police say the brown cap be- 
longed to Cracchiolo and the other 
cap may have been dropped by his 
murderer. 

Reconstructing the murder, po- 
lice think the Chevrolet occupied 
by three men overtook Cracchiolo’s 
car, that one of the men § transe- 
ferred to the running board of 
Cracchiolo’s car and shot the 
driver, then rejoined his accom- 
plices and got away.

Medal Bestewed by Ambassador 
Herrick for First Non-Stop

HOW BOY AND GIRLS 
CLUNG TO UPSET BOAT 


Saved After 14 Hours in Lake 
Michigan—Fourth in Party 
Drowned. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—A sailboat. 
caught by a gust of wind, turned 
over Monday evening, dumping two 
girls and two boys into Lake Michi- 
gan, three miles off the Winnetka 


(Ill.) shore. One boy crowned. The 
others of the party, after cling- 
ing to the overturned boat for 14 
hours, were saved. This is their 
story: 

Originally they had planned to 
attend a theater, these four—Mar- 
jory Oleson, 17 years old: Shirley 
Conlee, 18: Harold Tarrant, 20. and 
Fred Rummler, zi,.a Cornel] 
sophomore. Instead, they went for 
a sail, without telling anyone of 
their tntentions. It was this fact

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29. — Re- 
organization of the Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient Railroad Co., 
into the Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orieng Railway Co. so that the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Co., can acquire it, as author- 
ized yesterday by the § Interstate 
Commerce Cemmission, was ap- 
proved today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Details of the reorganization 
plan call for the issuance of 35,- 
000 shares of capital stock withcut 
nominal or par value by the new 
railway company to acquire the 
railroad and properties formerly 
owned by the Orfent Railroad and 
the assumption of obligation and 
liability by the new concern of a 
note for $2,500,000 given by the 
receiver of the Orient to the S«c- 
retary of the Treasury. 

The new company also ts slated 
to acquire and operate the rail- 
road lines of the Orient raliircad 
and to acquire control of the com- 
pany by purchase of its capital 
stock, amounting to $14,507,500. 
The road extends from Wichita, 
Kan., to Alpine, Tex., a distance of 
7145 miles. 


Orient Line Built by Young Insur- 
ance Salesman. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 29.— 
Purchase of the Kansas City, Mex- 
ico & Orient by the Santa Fe ends 
a chapter of railroad history. 

First visioned 35 years ago in @ 
dream by Arthur E. Stilwell, a 
young insurance salesman, who 
had come here from the East, the 
Orient road's construction began a 
few years later, financed by small 
investors living far from Wall 
Street. Stilwell wag confronted by 
many financial obstacles, but finan- 
cing was his forte. 

In addition to organizing the 
railroad company, he established 
numerous subsidiaries such as con- 
struction companies and others. 
The construction company would 
build the line, taking in pay stocks 
and bonds of the road. 

Wichita Eastern Terminus. 

Instead of a continuous line, the 
road was built in patches. It never 


Kan., although it carried Kansas 
City in its name and built an ex- 
pensive terminal here. The pur- 
chase by the Santa Fe gives it the 
4 first Kansas City connection. 

Eventually a line that strefened 
735 miles from Wichita to Alpine, 
| Tex., was completed and three 
widely separated stretches, inciud- 
ing one at Topolobampo, Western 
terminal on the Gulf to Lower Cali- 
fotnia, were built, a total of 250 
mifes on that side of the border. 

Stilwell interested English finan- 
ciers who invested heavily in the 

oad. At about the same _  time,, 
Kener aid in the amount of $2.655.- 

000 was forthcoming from Presi- 
dent Diaz of Mexico, the revolution 
of 1910 haited the paymenis after 
Stilwell had received about half 
the amovrrnt.

, late as 1924 paid $400,000 for rental 
of box cars and $250,000 freight on 
coal Hauled for its engines. 

The fact that the line was the 
only railroad serving more thar @ 
hundred communities itn Western 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, 
caused the Government to kecp it 
going with loans. 

Thrown Into Recetverst.ip, 

In 1912 it was thrown ‘nto re- 
ceivership and in the reorxzaniza- 
tion that followed, Stilwerl was Jeft 
Out entirely. The origifta!l stock 
was thrown In the waste basket 
when $6,000,000 in gold notes se- 
cured by the Orient’s properties 
were issued. 
took some of the notes and new in- 
vestors, including Henry Ford and 
Senator Couzens of Michigan. be- 
came interested. All went well un. 
til the road defaulted interest y- 
ments and its construction compa- 
nies went into bankruptcy. 

The road was refinanced in 1916 
by a noteholders’ deposit commit- 
tee. English noteholders also

Difficulties continded in 1917 
and then William T. Kemper wae 
named receiver and authorized to 
issue. $2,500,000 in receivers’ s@F- 
tificates to rehabilitate the line 

The Kemper receivership was a 
stormy period, ingluding the years 
of Government operations. On two 
occasions the road wason the point 
of being sold for junk. but Kemper 
and a few others put their own 
money into the line, obtaine!l Gov. 
ernment loans and effected econo- 
mies that made continued opera- 
tion possible.

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Municipal Utility Report Cites Operating 
Costs $1,861,044, Income $3,523,715 and 
Balance on Hand, $2,546,674. 


In the annual report of Water 
Commissioner Day for the fiscal 
year ended last April, published 
yesterday, it is shown that this 
profitable municipal utility had an 
increase of $75,920 in revenue 
Over the previous year and a de- 
crease of $146,304 in net operating 
expenses. 

Expenses were $1,861,044 and 
net revenue $3,523,715. The dif- 
ference, which might appear to be 
clear profit, is $1,662,671... but 
$860,000 was required during the 
year for the interest and sinking 
fund—the waterworks retires its 
own bond issues—and about $500.- 
000 capital expenditure for laying 
new mains and replacing old ones, 
so that the actual net profit for 
the year is figured at $358.507. aft- 
er deductions for interest and sink- 
ing fund and depreciation as re- 
quired of privately owned utilities. 

The department was left at the 
end of the fiscal year with a. bal- 
ance of $2,546,674 in its revenue 
accounts, but in .view of the mag- 
nitude of the business, Commis- 
sioner Day regards this as none too 
much, When the new Missouri 
River pumping plant is put in serv- 
ice—the report forecasts this wil] 
be next February—operating  ex- 
penses will be increased about 
$300,000 a year.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Aug. 29. 
PPROACHING Albuquerque, 
Aone comes upon the picturesque 
ruins of prehistoric civilizations, 
There are stretches of foundations 
and broken walls of communa! 
buildings — the first of American 
apartment houses. . It is one of the 
most colorful cities in the union. 
One sees the squat adobe houses 
with their windows and doors 
painted the green and pink of 
poisonous wall paper, Indians in 
their spring wagons seated by the 
side of their shawled and compla- 
cent squaws. herds of goats, cac- 
tus-eating burro3s, papooses in 
shoulder bags, and circling buz- 
zards. 


And the train thunders into the 
spreading station of Albuquerque 
with its terraced plots of brightly 
tinted flowers, modern flappers, 
camera slung touvirsts in plus fours, 
Indian rug, pottery and bow and 
arrow sellers—al! like a sudden 
mirage in the desert. 

The altitude is 4900 feet and the 
air is dry and heady like tangy 
wine. Meeting every train are tu- 
bercular convalescents, bright-eyed 
with the hope of seeing someone 
from home to relieve the monotony 
of their isolation. The city’s popu- 
lation is near 40,000. ' 


A few miles from town are In- 
dian pueblos—cliff dwellers, snake 
dancers and sun worshipers liv- 
ing precisely as they did years be- 
fore the Pilgrims landed on Ply- 
mouth Rock. There is an ineffable 


sadness about their shy yet engag- |- 


ing hospitality toward their con- 


| querors. 


Attracted by a beautifully colored 
clay vase, I inquired of the broazed 
salesman his price. There was the 
despair of utter resignation in his: 
“Pay what you like. It no mat- 
ter.” Little Indian children with 
full skirts and plaited hair, too, sit 
about in dull apathy. 

In their glorious days, Albu- 
querque was the hub of the Indian 
country. They fashioned towns and 
cities with stone houses four stories 
high, irrigated fields and built 
ditches with the precision of skilled 
engineers... Then the white man 


came. And today they are almost 
aliens in their own land. 


ALLUP, N. M., is one of the 


high points along the old San 
ta Fe trail. The air is so light 
that during an influenza epidemic 
several years ago the town was 
almost decimated. It has often 
been seen in moving pictures as the 
locale for those wild Western fron- 
tier dramas. Roaming wild dogs 
come down from the hills _for 
scraps from the diners and sniff 
disdainfully at my poor little 
frightened city-bred pooch. He 
never lo@ke@ @mch a sissie before. 


HE only faux pas so far on the 

trip. was in noticing the sign: 
“Dangerous to lean out the win- 
dows,’’ after I had done my lean- 
ing. 


RIZONA'’S distant backgrounds 


of beauty unroll beyond Gal- 
lup. Puffs of white clouds laze 
through skies of turquoise. And 
there are endless miles of dry 
river beds. Scattered across the 
desert waste are primitive houses 
whose open doors and windows 
revea] bright walls of coral, lemon 
yellow and orange. Sandy cliffs 
rise to majestic grandeur and fall 
away to endless vistas of sage 
brush and alkali dust.
